Plans are, being made to in- 
tensively study the housing situ- 
ation, the needs and the future 
demand. ' 

Representatives of Upland and 
‘Ontario met at noon yesterday to 
informally discuss the question of 
providing sufficient housing facil- 
ities. Appointment of a commit- 
tee representing the two commun- 
ities was authorized. J. Dewey 
Harnish, president of the Ontario 
‘chamber of commerce, presided! 
at. the meeting, held in Casa 
Blanca hotel. Sam Maxcy, On- 
tario chamber secretary, was the 
principal speaker. 

Purpose of the two-city com- 
mittee is to analyze the housing 
facilities and to seek to determine 
‘the future needs. 

HOUSING SITUATION 

In his discussion, Mr. Maxcy 
pointed out that more than 20 
per cent of the Cal-Aero academy 
employes are residing outside of 
Upland and Ontario. One reason 
for this, he said, was the lack of 
suitable housing _ facilities. He 
also emphatically declared that 
the aviation industry will continue 
to expand and that the Cal-Aero 
academy is likely to be perman- 
ently maintained. 

Considerable expansion is ahead 

for Cal-Aero, according to Mr. 
“Maxcy, who explained the air- 
plane pilot training school is only 
up to-a third of its teaching 
schedule. 
* Cc. W. Jaggard, who maintains 
a rental agency, said the demand 
‘for property was heavy. Newton 
"Trautman, head of the Chaffey 
board of education and an Ontario 
realtor, expressed caution in new 
home construction. 

“¥ would say, however,” he con- 
tinued, “that an acute housing 
shortage is likely if further in- 
dustrial expansion occurs.”

Blanca hotel, reported that his 
hotel and Hotel Ontario were less 
‘than half full.
